Radnor’s  Band  was  reorganized  by  Mr.  Fisher  in  1966  and  has  grown  from  a total  of  28  students 
that  year  to  its  present  membership  of  180.  The  band  has  1 15  playing  members.  There  are  41  girls 
in  the  drill  team,  and  24  members  in  the  color  guard. 

The  Radnor  Band  has  previously  received  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  place  awards  in  the  Delaware  Co.  March- 
ing Band  Festival  at  Widener  College.  They  have  entertained  for  sporting  events  in  Philadelphia’s 
Spectrum  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  have  played  for  a former  President  of  the  United 
States.  During  the  Summer  of  1973  the  Jazz  Ensemble  unit  of  the  Radnor  Band  enjoyed  a success- 
ful 22  day  European  concert  tour  with  stops  in  Paris,  Yugoslavia,  and  1 1 performances  in  the  Peoples 
Republic  of  Communist  Rumania. 

Tonight  is  Radnor’s  first  appearance  at  the  Marple  Newtown  Band-A-Rama  and  they  will  present  a 
show  in  the  Dixieland  and  Ragtime  musical  style  of  the  Roaring  20’s.

MARCHING  AND  MANEUVERING  - Continued  from  page  24 

4.  “Cover”  is  defined  as  the  alignment  of  individuals  or  squads  standing  or  marching  one  behind  another. 

5.  “Dress”  is  defined  as  the  alignment  of  individuals  or  squads  standing  or  marching  on  a line. 

6.  “Pivots”  are  defined  as  the  manner  of  turning  in  a new  direction.  Moving  pivot  is  defined  as  turning  in  a new  direction 
and  advancing  in  that  direction.  A fixed  pivot  is  defined  as  turning  in  a new  direction  and  neither  advancing  in  that 
direction  nor  retreating  from  it  with  a backward  motion. 

7.  “Anticipation”  is  defined  as  an  individual,  squad  or  section  performing  before  the  rest  of  the  unit  has  had  time  to  act. 

The  most  noticeable  instance  is  on  turns. 

8.  “Hesitation”  is  defined  as  an  individual,  squad  or  section  holding  back  in  doubt  or  indecision  when  the  rest  of  the  unit 
performs.  Once  again,  the  most  noticeable  instance  is  on  turns. 

9.  “False  starts  and  stops”  is  an  individual,  squad  or  section  moving  prior  to,  or  stopping  before  the  entire  unit  acts.  This  is 
most  noticeable  when  starting  from  a halt  or  when  halting. 

10.  “Out  of  step”  is  defined  as  an  individual  or  group  not  marching  with  the  left  step  on  the  downbeat  of  the  music  except  in 
specific  instance  where  it  is  obvious  that  another  step  was  planned.  In  any  case,  all  individuals  in  the  unit  must  be  in  step 
with  each  other. 

1 1 . “Turning  heads”  is  the  unnecessary  or  needless  movement  of  the  head  in  an  unplanned  or  unmilitary  manner. 

12.  “Talking  in  ranks”  is  never  permitted.  If  the  drill  is  such  that  an  individual  other  than  the  drum  major  is  to  give  commands, 
the  commands  should  be  definite  and  not  hidden. 

13.  “General  Effect”  is  all  those  elements  in  the  band’s  performance  which  collectively  present  with  impressive  effectiveness 
its  superior  ability,  originality  and  showmanship. 

INSPECTION  - 

Inspection  will  be  to  determine  the  general  appearance  of  the  band.  It  will  be  a visual  examination  of  all  those  components, 
equipment,  instruments,  and  personnel  that  collectively  tend  to  affect  the  appearance,  posture  and  showmanship  of  the  band 
or  an  individual. 

The  judge  will  concentrate  more  on  neatness  than  on  absolute  uniformity. 

When  the  unit  is  ready  for  inspection,  the  drum  major  will  take  his  place  in  front  and  call  the  band  to  attention.  The  judges 
will  then  be  ready.  The  drum  major  will  then  do  an  about-face  and  march  up  to  the  judge  and  declare  his  band  ready  for 
inspection. 

Note.  All  personnel  and  equipment  participating  in  the  show  must  be  inspected. 

The  inspecting  judges  will  return  the  drum  major’s  salute  and  proceed  to  inspect  the  drum  major. 

Following  the  inspection  ot  the  drum  major,  one  judge  will  be  directed  to  proceed  to  person  in  charge  of  the  band  front  and 
conduct  separate  inspection  of  band  front.  Drum  major  will  follow  second  judge  to  right  of  band  inspection  line  where  judge 
checks  alignment.  The  judge  then  proceeds  with  the  inspection  on  an  individual  basis.  The  judge  will  handle  no  equipment. 

As  the  judge  passes,  the  members  may  come  to  parade  rest  if  the  unit  so  chooses.  The  judge  will  point  out  each  defect  to  the 
drum  major  as  it  is  noted. 

After  the  inspection  has  been  completed,  the  judge  will  dismiss  the  drum  major.

will  receive  a rating  of  “Outstanding”  in  Music.  A band  receiving  any  combination  of  “A’s”  and  “B’s”  totaling  15  or  more 
will  receive  an  “Excellent”  performance  in  Music. 

MARCHING  - There  will  be  four  marching  judges,  each  of  whose  sheet  will  have  10  captions.  A band  receiving  30  or  more 
A s will  receive  a rating  of  “Outstanding”  in  Marching.  A band  receiving  any  combination  of  “A’s”  and  “B’s”  totaling  30 
or  more  will  receive  an  “Excellent”  performance  in  Marching. 

GENERAL  EFFECT  - Each  music  and  marching  judge  will  score  general  effect.  Each  sheet  will  have  1 caption.  There  will 
be  a total  of  8 judges.  A band  receiving  six  “A’s”  or  more  will  receive  a rating  of  “Outstanding”  in  general  effect. 

A band  receiving  a total  of  six  or  more  of  any  combination  of  “A’s”  and  “B’s”  will  receive  an  “Excellent”  performance  in 
general  effect. 

INSPECTION  --  There  will  be  two  inspection  judges.  Each  sheet  will  have  10  captions.  A band  receiving  14  “A’s”  or  more 
will  receive  a rating  of  “Outstanding”  in  inspection.  A band  receiving  any  combination  of  “A’s”  and  “B’s”  totaling  14  or 
more  will  receive  an  “Excellent”  inspection. 

PERFORMANCE  TIME  - 

9 minutes  minimum:  12  minutes  maximum  Overtime:  Judges  will  stop  judging  at  12  minutes. 

1 . The  time  and  judging  begin  with  the  first  note  of  music  or  the  first  step  of  a playing  member  of  the  band. 

2.  The  band  must  be  in  motion  at  least  one-half  of  the  time  on  the  field,  i.e.,  a minimum  of  five  minutes.  Penalty:  no  award. 

3.  Time  will  end  with  band  putting  a definite  closing  on  its  performance,  or  band  marching  over  end  lines  as  in  a definite 
exit,  or  at  the  end  of  12  minutes. 

All  directors  will  indicate  to  the  timer  their  method  of  ending  prior  to  starting.  No  band  will  start  until  the  timer  tells  the 
drum  major  that  all  judges  are  ready. 

MUSIC  ~ 

The  score  sheet  used  for  this  show  is  quite  simple,  thus  allowing  the  judges  as  much  latitude  as  possible.  In  order  to  co- 
ordinate the  judging  opinions,  the  five  major  headings  are  used:  - 

INSTRUMENTATION  --  Uniformity  and  balance  should  be  the  rule  here,  rather  than  any  fixed  instrumentation.  However, 
if  a number  calls  for  an  instrumental  solo,  that  instrument  should  be  in  the  band. 

CONDUCTING  - Does  the  director  or  drum  major  have  the  confidence  of  the  band?  Does  he  actually  lead  or  does  he 
follow?  Does  he  maintain  discipline  of  the  players? 

INTERPRETATION  AND  EXPRESSION  - Consider  such  elements  as  style,  phrasing,  accent,  taste,  contrasts  controlled, 
balance  between  melody  and  inner  voices.  If  there  is  a variation  from  tradition,  is  it  justified  by  the  results? 

ARTICULATION  AND  INTONATION  - Consider  such  elements  as  precision  of  attacks  and  releases,  clarity  and  style  of 
tone,  breathing,  pitch,  tongueing,  slurring,  smoothness  in  passing  from  one  phrase  to  another,  correctness  of  note  values, 
retention  of  tone  quality. 

ENSEMBLE  - Does  the  band  properly  reflect  the  spirit  of  the  composition?  Was  the  performance  spirited,  sincere,  con- 
vincing? Was  the  use  of  volume  control  effective?  Was  the  tone  quality  superior?  Was  the  instrumentation  adequate  for 
the  proper  presentation  of  the  musical  work  or  works? 

MARCHING  AND  MANEUVERING  - 

1 . All  captions  are  judged  based  on  uniformity  within  squads,  rank,  files,  platoons,  etc.,  and  not  based  on  any  specific 
manual  of  execution. 

2.  “Interval”  is  defined  as  the  space  between  individuals  in  the  same  squad  or  rank.  Also,  interval  is  defined  as  the  space 
between  squads  on  the  same  line.  In  other  words,  it  is  the  space  between  either  individuals  or  groups  of  individuals  on 
the  same  line. 

3.  “Distance”  isdefined  as  the  space  between  individuals  in  the  same  file,  one  behind  another,  or  the  distance  between 

squads  lined  up  one  behind  another.  _ .

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NEWARK  HIGH  SCHOOL  YELLOWJACKET  MARCHING  BAND 

NEWARK,  DELAWARE

Newark  High  School,  one  of  three  high  schools  in  the  Newark  School  District,  is  located  in  the  northern  county 
of  the  state,  ten  miles  south  of  Wilmington,  Delaware.  The  school  consists  of  four  grades,  9 12,  and  has  a total 
enrollment  of  1 ,800  students.  In  addition  to  housing  one  of  the  larger  school  districts  in  the  state,  (1  7,000  stu- 
dents), the  town  of  Newark  is  also  the  home  of  the  University  of  Delaware,  and  thus  profits  from  the  influence 
of  this  fine  institution  as  well  as  from  the  many  industrial  complexes  surrounding  the  area. 

The  marching  band  program  at  Newark  is  just  one  part  of  a total  program  which  encompasses  several  other  mus- 
ical organizations  within  the  high  school  and  district.  Throughout  the  football  season,  this  unit  combines  our 
instrumentalists  into  one  large  band  of  130  playing  members.  During  concert  season,  two  separate  bands  are  es- 
tablished, the  Concert  and  Symphonic  Bands,  both  of  which  rehearse  each  day  in  preparation  for  three  separate 
concerts  throughout  the  year.  For  the  past  four  years,  both  bands  have  received  “one”  ratings  at  the  New  Castle 
County  Concert  Festival.  This  year  the  bands  will  be  having  Dr.  William  Revelli  as  guest  conductor  for  its  Spring 
Concert  in  March.  Dr.  Revelli  is  the  former  Director  of  Bands  from  the  University  of  Michigan.  In  addition  to 
these  bands,  the  school  stage  band,  the  multiphonics,  is  an  active  group  which  rehearses  daily  and  has  participated 
in  many  stage  band  festivals  in  the  recent  past. 

Tonight  marks  the  first  appearance  of  the  Yellowjacket  Marching  Band  at  the  Marple  Newtown  Cavalcade  of 
Bands.  Previously,  the  band  has  performed  in  the  Miss  America  Pageant  in  Atlantic  City  for  three  years;  at  the 
North  American  Marching  and  Field  Band  Championship  in  Veterans’  Stadium;  in  April,  1973,  the  band  placed 
first  in  the  Large  Band  Division  ol  the  National  Cherry  Blossom  Festival  Parade  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  most 
recently  performed  in  the  Philadelphia  Bicentennial  Parade.  The  marching  unit  consists  of  172  members  - 130 
bandsmen,  16  twirlers,  16  silks,  honor  guard,  drum  major,  golden  girl,  and  banner  girls.
